As only threo days have elapsod sineo 
four issue for tho French mail, our record 
of local nows is meagre.

This couno 
is doomed moro desirable than utter dis- 
solution, as it preserves the means of ro- 
suscitation at any future time, toa very 
great extent. But, in onler to obtain ways 
‘and means for keeping the arms and other 
property of the Corps in good condition, 
and at tho sumo prevent all interest from 
boing lost to the movement, itis proposed 
to form an association for the promotion 
‘of Rillo shooting ; and it is thought that 
most of the motubers of the §. V. C. as 
well as many other gentlemen, will readily 
dovote a little timo ani attention to th 
acquirement of skill in 0 useful ay art,

He has, however, signed 
contract to pay the purchnso money 
in Octobor next, and can hardly evado 
it, But in the case of the Nepant, he 
s, we believe, less tightly bound: and 
having discovered that so was sold by 
the P. & 0. Company for £20,000 has, 
we learn, imprisoned the officers who

for $167,500. He bas not the same 
ground of complaint. in this caso ns in 
the other—that he has bought a worn-
